Cruickshank of New York City will give an illustrated lecture entitled 


TRAILS FOR THE MILLIONS 

Largest city in the world—most densely packed with people, noisiest, tallest, 
busiest—that is New York City. Who would suppose that nature study could be 
worth the effort here? Who would guess that birds live here—except for park 
pigeons and English sparrows? Who would believe that a wildlife photographer 
would find Phase boroughs fruitful stalking ground? Yet such is New York, the 
metropolitan area. Its parks, beaches, creeks. abies even its rooftops provide good 
hunting to the cameraman. 

Allan Cruickshank, nationally known wildlife photographer, ornithologist, and 
lecturer, grew up in New York City, and photographed his first fifty species Sauibieds 
in Maahatan. Within an hour of Times Square, he has found an astonishing 
variety of wildlife; he takes his audiences deep into nature on the “trails for the 
millions” of New York’s teeming citizens. 

Mr. Cruickshank has flown, “climbed, crawled, and ridden into almost every 
corner of North America, observing w ‘ildlife in its remotest habitats as well as birds 
who share city buildings with human occupants. The New Yorker once carried a 
story on his bird call imitations. A group of ornithology students in Central Park 
excitedly recorded the first rose-breasted grosbeak song of the year—but closer 
investigation revealed an carly Cr iiclshaale His lectures are likewise full of wit and 
bird calls and his moving pictures are in full color.
